The staple exports of Natalian preduce, besides wool, have 
hitherto been restricted to bark, coal, tea, sugar, and the hair of 
the Angora goat. But it would appear that in recent years, 
especially since the South African Convention came into force—a 
trade in minor articles of produce is being developed—such as beer, 
matches, rum, &c. 

Among the “other articles of Colonial produce” exported in 
1901 may be noted carts and carriages (2,089/.): curiosities 
(1,9771.): and ostrich feathers (1,0601.). 

In addition to the above, there were exported overland (in the 
case of the Transvaal and Orange River Colony this is known as 
the “ overberg” trade), under transit system and under convention,

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THE MINERAL WEALTH OF JOHORE. 


The following particulars relating: to the mineral .wealth of 
Johore are taken from a report prepared after an extensive tour 
through Johore territory by Mr. A. B. Snow, mining expert to the 
Sultan of Johore, and published in the “Straits Budget” of 
18th ult::— 


Tin.—As regards the Johore River District, Mr. Snow says that 
there had been considerable work done in mining for tin in 
former years, and in washing from the surface at Ayer Puteh, 
he got a good sample of tin and gold. The tin is of a very 
fine kind, and is associated with iron, which makes it difficult 
to clean in the ordinary Chinese way of tin washing. He 
estimates that there are thousands of tons of tin in the vicinity 
of Ayer Puteh, and that, when once bed rock is reached, there is 
no reason why the gold and tin should not be of a coarser quality, 
and pay handsomely to work in a modern way. 

In summing up his report, Mr. Snow says that he is prepared to 
state that there is a distinct tin belt of country running in a 
northerly direction from Sungei Raidan in the south to Bukit 
Tanah Abang in the extreme north of the State. It is more than 
60 miles in length, and has an average breadth of three miles. 
If this be the case, there is probably tin country enough in this one 
belt to keep thousands of miners in work for many years, and to 
supply a large revenue to the State of Johore. 


Hematite Iron—Writing of the Castle Mining Company’s 
concession in the south-eastern part of Johore, Mr. Snow says 
that he was surprised to find on his arrival at the concession 
a small mountain of what shows by an analysis to be a high 
grade hematite iran. This hill or small mountain rises to a 
height of 700 ft., and iron shows on the surface from the 
base to the top. This solid outcrop is approximately 400 ft. 
wide by 2,000 ft. long, and lies between Sungei Asah and 
an unnamed creek. Mr. Snow adds that there are several open 
cuts at the base of the hill that show solid iron ore in the face; 
these trenches are sufficient to demonstrate that the quantity of ore 
is great. This ore can be loaded on steamers or sailing vessels at 


small cost, and could one find a market there would be no trouble 


to ship as much as 500 tons per day. 

With regard to sampling, Mr. Snow says that he has taken the 
poorest ore he could find, and the results are as follows:—The ore 
consists of hematite with a little earthy matter or gangue. On 
analysis it gave :—Iron 68°20 per cent; this shows the ore to be 
nearly pure oxide of iron and of an excellent quality. 


_Gold—In most of the small streams which have no names, 


Mr. Snow reports that he has found 0 by panning. On 
Sungeis Tenoh, Ayer Terap, and Anak Kadana, there are very 


extensive old workings also that should pay well to rework. 
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Transportation—In the matter of transportation the way from 
Muar to the Ophir mining district is a comparatively easy and 
short one via Sungei Mati, the distance from §S. Mati to 
Bt. Sealang, the Johore Government police station by waggon 
road is about 12 miles, and from there to Kadana the distance is 
not more than 14 miles, so altogether the distance is not more 
than 26 miles from navigation right into the heart of the extensive 
ancient gold workings. 


ROADS AND TRANSPORT SYSTEMS IN MADAGASCAR. 


The following information regarding Roads and Transport 
Systems in Madagascar is collated from a Report by the United 
States Consul at Tamatave :— 

Ever since the definite conquest of Madagascar by the French in 

the year 1895, the absorbing economic question has been the 
creation of a railway joining the coast with the capital, Antanana- 
rivo, or Tananarivo, as it is now more frequently called. 
Madagascar is one of the most irregularly mountainous countries 
in the world, not in the sense of altitude, but in the mass of 
irregular upheavals which cover the whole island, up to the very 
coast line. The term “ plateau,” applied to the central part of the 
island, must not be taken in its literal meaning. There can hardly 
be said to exist in Madagascar a plain of sufficient dimensions to 
be called by that name, and since the French gained control in 
1895, the great problem to be solved has been the creation of roads 
to transport men and goods to the capital. 
- An official map of the district shows the two eastern ports of 
Tamatave and Andevorante, 60 miles apart, with four intermediate 
towns of minor importance. All along this coast is a series of 
lagoons, which have been connected by artificial canals, so that a 
waterway is now open from Ivondro, eight miles south of Tamatave, 
and connected therewith by a railway, as far as Andevorante, where 
it turns into the River Iaroka and follows that stream, with the 
choice a few miles farther up of turning to the left to Mahatsara, 
the head of the macadamised road to Tananarivo. 

The waterway formed by connecting the lagoons has not been a 
very successful undertaking, as the lagoons are of different depths, 
so that the connecting canals produce currents, one lake at the 
expense of another, which thus becomes too shallow, &c., and in- 
volves elaborate dredging. This work has been done by a'separate 
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company, and its results indicate that it would have been preferable 
to construct a railway along this coast. 

The newly completed macadamised road, which has in the main 
followed the old native track, is undoubtedly a remarkable piece 
of engineering. The gradients nowhere exceed the limits of safe 
locomotion by carts, carriages, bicycles, or automobiles. This road 
is just 150 miles long in its circuitous track, though under 100 
miles as the crow flies. 

In constructing the railway referred to in the first paragraph, 
the contract seems to have stipulated that no Malagasy labour was 
to beemployed. This has meant successive importations of Italians, 
coolies from China, and Indians. 

All the material employed must be of French origin, brought by 
French citizens, and in French bottoms, and this has to be trans- 
ported by sea from Tamatave to Andevorante, and then by river to 


the first depdt of operations. It is estimated that ten years will 


elapse before the railway can be definitely opened. The part of 
the work now in progress is the easiest section; the problem will 
be the final climb over the edge of the Imerina plateau (so called), 
which means a sudden rise of 1,500 feet. This, as seen by the map, 
will be effected by an almost semicircular bend and a tunnel some 
half a mile in length, after which the final ride into the capital 
presents no unusual features. 


Present Means of Transport.—As, then, for some years to come 
the interior transport of the country will be by the macadamised 
road mentioned, the question of what will be the system of vehicular 
traffic has yet to be solved. Hitherto, goods have been transported 
on men’s shoulders, one man carrying from 60 to 80 pounds. The 
first tentative departure from the old methods was a convoy of 
three American waggons, each carrying about 12 cwts. (i.e, about 
15 mens’ loads), and drawn by four oxen, the journey occupying 
13 days from Mahatsara to Tananarivo, a distance, as men- 
tioned, of 150 miles. Several small enterprises have followed, 
such as mule carts, ox carts, and hand trucks, but nothing has yet 
been established on a large scale. Passengers have now adopted 
the two-wheeled hand-truck, called a “ pousse-pousse.” Three men 
are employed for one vehicle carrying one person. ‘The vehicle of 
the future, is probably the motor waggon ; but owing to the gradients, 
the machine should not be of less than 25 horse-power, in which 
case the journey from the capital to Mahatsara could be effected 
in one day, and, as the waterway from the latter place to Tamatave 
occupies just one day, this would be a great advance on anything 
yet attained. The only automobile yet introduced belongs to 
General Gallieni. The transport of mails alone between Tamatave 
and the capital cost last year 135,000 dols., and there would seem 
to be a profitable opening for a service of four automobiles. These 
would immediately secure more freight than they could carry. 
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Tananarivo.—Tananarivo (which in the vernacular means the 
“‘town of a thousand,” alluding to the thousand Hovas who first 
garrisoned it) is an oblong city built on a granite rock like a huge 
hog’s back, nearly two miles in length, standing among rice fields 
cultivated for centuries and irrigated with care. 

The foreign commerce of Tananarivo is carried on chiefly by the 
same firms that are established in Tamatave, and is almost confined 
to wholesale dealings in cottons. The population is dense, the 
climate relatively cool, and the people amenable to habits of 
cleanliness. No textile fabrics—except a few native lambas—are 
produced here, so that everything points to expansion in the cotton 
trade. The Hovas have adapted themselves to civilised customs 
and wear European clothing. 

As Tananarivo is built on a hill, locomotion is laborious. Round 
the base of the hill a magnificent esplanade, 12 miles in circumfer- 
ence, has been constructed, and this is largely used for carri- 
ages (of which only a very few exist), horses, and promenaders. 
Circulation over intermediate parts of the city must be made in 
filanjana, or chairs, the hire of which is regulated by a tariff, as 
with cabs at home; for, unless one be a trained athlete, walking is 

inful. A great many people use horses. 

To the weekly market of Tananarivo the natives come from all 
directions, with every describable object for sale. The Hovas are 
essentially a race of barterers, and everything, according to them, 
is merchantable. The most scrupulous honesty is imperative. 
Formerly, any case of larceny was punished with immediate stoning 
to death. Now, of course, this barbarous custom is restrained by 

_an efficient police force. 

The salubrity of Tananarivo and the Imerina province in general 
is proverbial. The temperature never exceeds that of southern 
Europe, On the coast, essentially tropical conditions prevail. 
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TEXTILE SCHOOLS IN THE SOUTHERN STATES OF 
AMERICA. 


_ The following is a summary of an article which appeared in the 
“ American Wool and Cotton Reporter” of 20th ult. on the 
subject of textile schools in North Carolina, South Carolina and 
Georgia, an extract from which has been received at the Foreign 
Office from the British Commercial Agent in the United States ;— 

There gre now three well-equipped textile schools in the three 
leading cotton manufacturing states of the South, viz., at Raleigh 
in North Carolina, Clemson College in South Carolina, and at 
Atlanta in Georgia. These schools are conducted, in the case of 
the two first-named, as departments of the Agricultural and 
Mechanical Colleges of North and South Carolina, and in the case 
of the last-named, as a part of the Technological School of Atlanta. 
Each of these textile schools has well-constructed separate build- 
ings, thoroughly equipped with up-to-date machinery, and the 
educational staff in each comprises a professor and several assistants. 
in textile engineering and cotton manufacturing. 

It may be stated that, as regards the North Carolina Textile 
School, which has only been constructed within the last six 
months, most of the equipment of machinery has been given by 
textile machinery builders at the instance of large cotton manu- 
facturers of the State who patronise them. 

The work of instruction carried on is a combination of practice 
and theory in the manufacture of various grades of cotton goods, 
such as yarns, plain and fancy cloths. ‘The student is taught to 
perform all the operations in connection with the manufacture of. 
these goods, to work the various machines, and is shown how to- 
change them so as to produce the required results. 

The subjects of the courses are classified as follows :—Carding 
and spinning, weaving, textile designing and cotton manufacturing. 
A full description of the various sections into which these subjects 
are divided is contained in the extract, the complete copy of which 
may be seen on application at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade, 50, Parliament Street, 8.W., any day between 
the hours of 10 a.m. and 5 p.m. 
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‘The following hints to traders with Siam are extracted from a 
_ report by the United States Consul-General at Bangkok :— 

Catalogues, price lists, and pictures are of little value to the 
oriental, other than for decoration. He wishes to see and handle 
his goods and compare them with the samples from which they 
were ordered before he is convinced of their merit. The firm that 
gives him this opportunity will secure his trade. So long as 
exporters are satisfied to compete for the trade of Siam by the use 
of catalogues and mail orders, or through travelling salesmen and 
agents other than those who are well established at Bangkok, and 
whose character and reputations are a guarantee for their under- 
takings, so long will they play a losing game in the Siamese 
market. 

Paper and pasteboard packages should never be used for goods 
shipped to Siam. Drugs and chemicals should be put up in tin 
and glass and packed in sawdust. Shavings, however, are prefer- 
able for other articles, as sawdust often leaks badly. Too much 
care cannot be taken in preparing fragile goods for the Siamese 
market. 

Piece-goods* should be packed in bales and invariably covered 
with waterproof material of some kind, owing to the great damp- 
ness of the climate. Each bale should also be well secured by 
strong iron hoops. The distance to be covered is great, and an 
extra hoop may save the entire package. 

No special care need be taken td make cases light, as Customs 
duties are levied on values only—not on weight. Cases should 
invariably be lined with tin and soldered tight whenever the 
contents are subject to the effects of moisture. 

The Consul-General quotes as follows from a surveyor’s report 
on bicycles :-— 

The damage done by salt water is obviously due to the fact that 
the cases are not tin-lined. Bicycle cases should certainly be tin- 
lined and soldered ; the cost spread over five machines is small, 
and a rusty bicycle is practically unsaleable. 

It should be borne in mind that the import firms at Bangkok 
are generally European, not oriental, and, if desired, business can 
at all times be confined entirely to other than native firms; that 
as a rule these firms assume any risks that may arise from dealing 
with the oriental merchants; and that the demand that time be 
allowed on all purchases grows out of the peculiar conditions of 
trade with the Siamese people. That the six months’ credit asked 
is barely sufficient to enable firms engaged in the import trade to 
carry on business, cannot be better demonstrated than by quoting 
from the minutes of a recent meeting of the Bangkok importing 
firms, at which the following resolutions were carried unanimously :— 


* The allusion is doubtless to grey goods, 
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That all import firms bind themselves to the following con- 
ditions :— 

(a) On arrival of goods, notice to be given to indentor to take 
immediate delivery, and promissory note for the value to be signed 
at three months’ date. Should indentor be unable to take prompt 
delivery, one month’s grace to be allowed, on the expiration of 
which a promissory note is to be signed as above, the goods then 
lying at indentor’s risk from that date. 

(b) Should the debtor fail to pay on date due, interest to be 
charged at the local bank rate of interest on secured loans, but if 
payment be made within one month after date when the promissory 
note is due, such interest to be remitted. 

(c) Clause (h) to apply also to all promissory notes signed on and 
after 1st January, 1901, for purchased goods not indented for. 

(d) On cash sales, not more than 3 per cent. discount shall be 
granted for payment within one week. .

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November, 1898 (respecting the execution of the Decree relative 
to the levying of import duties in the Cameroons Protectorate) 3s, 
from the:lst April, 1902, to receive the following interpretation :—- 

** All goods arriving for importation are to be declared within 
three days after arrival at. latest, on the prescribed form (a copy of 
which is given below); those liable to duty being stated m detail 
those free of duty summarily, according to their classification in the 
Customs statistical list. 

“If required, the original Bills of Lading are to be produced to 
the Customs authorities in proof of the correctness of declarations. 

“The Customs authorities have the right to revise the declara- 
tions respecting goods which have been imported but have not 
been cleared, but always at the place where the goods are warehoused.. 

“ The consignees have'the right of disposing of the imported 
goods only after the goods have been cleared. 

“There is a lien upon dutiable goods for the amount of the 
duty, without regard to the rights of third parties ; and, so long as 
that amount is not paid, they can be detained or sequestrated by 
the Customs officials.”

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UNITED STATES OF AMERICA—PHILIPPINES. 


. The Board of Trade have repens through the Foreign Office a 
mre copy of an Act, approved by the President of 
— . the United States on the 8th inst., entitled 
: “An Act temporarily to provide revenue for the 

Philippine Islands and for other purposes.” 

This Act gives legislative sanction to the “ Act to revise and 
amend the tariff laws of the Philippine Archipelago,” enacted by 
the United States Philippine Commission on the 17th September, 
1901.* It also includes provisions to the following effect :— 

Articles imported into the Philippines from the United States 
are to pay the same duties as similar articles imported from foreign 
countries. Articles the growth or produce of the Philippines, and 
imported into the United States therefrom, are to pay only 75 per 
cent. of the rates of duty leviable under the United States Tariff 
Act on the like articles imported from foreign countries, and the 
duties on such goods are to be further reduced by the amount of 
any export duties which may have been paid thereon in the 
Philippines. Articles which are free of duty on importation into 
the United States, when of the growth or produce of the Philip- 
pines and imported directly into the States therefrom, are to be 
exempt from any export duties imposed in the Islands. 

The same tonnage dues are to be charged on foreign vessels 
arriving at United States ports from the Philippines as are required 
by law to be charged on vessels coming to such ports from foreign 
countries. Until Ist July, 1904, the provisions of the United 
States law restricting the carriage of passengers and merchandise, 
directly or indirectly, from one United States port to another, are 
not to be applicable to foreign vessels engaged in trade between 
the Philippines and the United States, or between ports of the 
Philippine Archipelago. 

The duties and taxes imposed in the Philippines in pursuance of 
this Act, and those collected in the United States on articles or 
vessels coming from the Philippines, are to be held as a separate 
fund and paid into the Philippine Treasury for the use and benefit 
of the Islands. 

Articles manufactured in bond in the United States are, on 
shipment to the Philippine Islands, to be exempted from any 
import duty or internal revenue tax otherwise chargeable thereon 
in the States.

‘According to a recent report of the United States Consul at 
Demerara, the outlook for the new diamond 

Diamond Fields. industry in that colony is very favourable. Ten 
men, at work for New York capitalists who 

— claims up the Mazaruni River a few months ago, recently 

lected in six weeks 8,227 small diamonds weighing about 767 
carats. The stones were valued at 9,600 dols., and were shipped 
to New York. 

Nearly every expedition that has gone up to the fields has found 
diamonds, and that the region is not overrun with prospectors at this 
time is due to the expense involved in outfitting, transporting, and 
providing for an expedition. It costs 1,000 dols. to get eight men 
up to the diggings, including the necessary prospecting implements 
and subsistence and pay for three months. 

The route from Georgetown is up the coast 20 miles and then 
by steamer to Bartica, 50 miles up the Essequibo River. From 
there to San-San-Kopai landing, about one-and-a-half miles above 
Putareng Creek, on the left bank of the Mazaruni, the route is 
covered in small boats in the average time of 14 days. The 
navigation of the river is difficult and dangerous on account of 
cataracts and rapids, and skilful boatmen are necessary. 

The principal diggings now being worked are five miles back 
from the river, and all provisions and supplies are carried there on 
the heads of labourers. 

There are about a dozen companies now in the diamond district, 
and new expeditions are being fitted out almost daily. Capital and 
mining experience will be needed to intelligently develop these 
fields and to provide adequate and safe communication with the 
seaboard. 

The Consul concludes his report as follows :—“ Manufacturers of 
structural material should closely observe conditions here, with a 
view to supplying the machinery and electrical equipment which 
will be required. 

“T believe that now is a favourable time for anyone having 
capital and the inclination to invest it in a British colony, to con- 
sider the inviting features presented in the construction and 
operation of an electric or steam railway up the Mazaruni River to 
the heart of the mining district. Such an enterprise would be 
received locally with great favour. It has been discussed for a long 
time in connection with the development of the gold mines, and it 
is generally understood that, in view of the exceedingly small 
margin of profit in the sugar industry of the colony and its gloomy 
prospects for the future, steps should at once be taken to facilitate 
access to the interior.”

This decrease in the value of iron and steel exports is said by those 
interested in the iron and steel industry of the United States to be 
due to the fact that United States manufacturers are turning their 
attention to the supply of the home market; and in certain classes 
of their products, notably pig-iron, steel rails, steel plates, and 
structural steel, there is a considerable decline in exports, which 
may be expected to continue so long as the home demand equals 
or exceeds, as at present, the producing capacity of the manu- 
facturers and the carrying capacity of the railroads. In other 
description of iron an a 4 steel, the exports continue at about the 


former figure, especially in agricultural machinery, tools, builders’ 
hardware, &c.

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BRITISH INDIA. 


According to statistics received at the Board of Trade from the 
India Office, the total estimated area under 


Bengal of wheat in Bengal in the season of 1901-02 is 
in 1901-02 1,404,700 acres, the approximate area in the 


season of 1900-01 being 1,501,400 acres. 
From an abstract of the district returns, it is seen that of the 
19 large wheat-growing districts in the Province of Bengal, only 
four (Rangpur, Pabna, Malda and the Sonthal Parganas) anticipate 
a normal out-turn; in two the out-turn is estimated at from 90 to 
99 per cent.: in four it varies between 80 and 89 per cent., and 
in five more between 60 and 79 per cent., while in Shahabad,. 
Champaran, Muzaffarpur and Palamau less than 60 per cent. of a 
normal crop is anticipated. According to the estimates of the 
local officers, the out-turn for the Province will amount to only 
75 per cent. of a normal crop, and the out-turn for Bihar to only 
71 per cent. The prospects of the crop largely depend upon rain 
when the grain is forming, and a higher out-turn than 75 per cent. 
of a normal crop cannot at present be estimated, and even this 
will not be obtained unless there is rain to swell the grain. 


According to “ Indian Engineering” of the 8th ult., the export of 

teak last year from Rangoon and Moulmein is 

Burma Teak. given as 247,782 tong, about 24,500 tons short 

of the year before. This is a smaller quantity 

than has been exported during any of the last four years. The 

average value per ton is given as Rs. 83°42—a lower average 
value than any since 1896-97. 


CEYLON. 


The following particulars regarding some of the principal 
‘cultural agricultural products in Ceylon (other than tea 
Agricab and coffee) are taken from the annual report of 
Products. = the Planters Association of Ceylon :—_ 
Cacao.—The crop for the past year (1901), 47,471 ewts., is the 
largest on record, and as a careful examination of the increase of 
acreage does not lead to the conclusion that this is to any appreciable 
extent caused by new land coming into bearing, it may be assumed 
that the increase is due largely to the recovery of estates from the 
attacks of canker and other pests and that agriculturally cacao is 
in a sounder position than it has been for some years. 


Cardamoms.—The area under this cultivation has been very 
largely increased during the past two years.both here and in India. 
The exports for the year ending 31st December, 1901, show the 
heaviest on record, being 559,704 Ibs. against 537,455 Ibs. in 1900. 
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Prices both in the London and local markets have fallen considerably 
in the past year in consequence of the heavy exports. With a still 
further large increase in acreage shortly coming into bearing from 
European estates, and from native gardens recently planted in 
almost every village in the Kandyan Province, the tendency must 
be to increase the exports to such an extent that the supply will 
probably exceed the demand, and the market will in all probability 
fall below remunerative prices. 

Cocoanuts.—The quantities of the different products of the 
cocoanut palm exported in 1901 show conclusively that, taking the 
island all over, there was no falling-off in production, but rather 
a slight increase. Oil, copra, poonac (cake left after expressing 
the oil from the cocoanut pulp), desiccated nuts, all show an 
increase. The figures for oil and cocoanuts were the highest on 
record, save on two occasions; poonac has only once been higher, 
cocoanuts were exceeded by only about 150,000 last year: and the 
quantity of desiccated cocoanuts the largest ever exported. 

Rubber.—This product is receiving more attention; it is being 
steadily planted both in the low country and also on estates 
situated at moderate elevation. The yield and quality of rubber 
obtained from the Para variety growing in the Kalutara district 
has been very satisfactory, some of the rubber realising 4s. 24d. a 
pound. Steps are being taken to import the seeds and plants of 
the best varieties of Castolga into the Island. 


BRITISH GUIANA. 

The “Argosy” (Demerara) of 22nd ult. notifies that important 
New experiments have been carried out in the colony 
By-Product which will result, it is anticipated, in the 
of § institution of a new and profitable industry in 
— connection with the sugar estates. This is 
nothing less than the manufacture of a new cattle food, to which 

the name “ molascuit ” has been applied. 

It is stated that ‘ molascuit” is a composition of molasses and 
cush cush of megass—the finest part of the fibre of sugar cane. 
Fifty per cent. of cush cush is digestible and nutritive. The pro- 
portions of the composition are 80 or 85 per cent. of molasses, and 
15 or 20 per cent. of cush cush. This composition is air-dried and 
may be so done by utilising the gases from the factory furnace. 
When ready for the market it presents the appearance of very 
finely ground oil-cake, and to the taste it is sweet and agreeable. 

As a by-product of sugar it is considered that the manufacture of 
* molascuit ” should be of considerable advantage to planters, who 
will thus have two strings to their bow in the disposing of molasses 
—in the manufacture of rum and “ molascuit”; and when the rum 
market is over-stocked the benefit of this will be apparent. 
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CENTRAL ASIA. 


A report, dated 12th ult., by the French Consul-General at 


Moscow, states that the cotton crop of Central 


Cotton Crop in ‘asia in 1901 left much to be desired both as’ 
regards quantity and quality. Although the’

area under cultivation has increased, the yield of cotton was 39 
per cent. less than that of the preceding year, the estimated pro- 
duction in 1901 being 5,495,300 pouds (poud = 36 lbs.) as against 
7,638,200 pouds in 1900. This decrease is attributed not only to 
unfavourable weather and to exceptional ipvasions of: locusts, but 
also to the fact that planters are becoming more and more 
accustomed to use native seed already degenerated in order t 
avoid paying Customs duty on American seed. 
The area of land under cotton cultivation in Central Asia in 1901 


was 407,400: dessiatines (dessiatine = 2°7 acres), of which 


40,000 dessiatines are in Khiva and 60,400 in Bokhara.

Journal ” of 7th March, 1901, a despatch, dated 
ome on 10th inst., has been received at the Foreign 
oad Office from H.M. Ambassador at St. Peters- 
burg reporting that, according to a circular notification of the 
Minister of Finance, published in the “ Official Gazette” of the 
16th February/lst March, 1902, the general output of all the 
Russian Sugar Works during the working season of 1901-2 is 
established at 63,610,092 pouds (1,025,969 tons). 
Deducting from this quantity 39,000,000 pouds (629,032 tons), 
which should proportionately be supplied to the home market, the 
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surplus quantity of manufactured sugar would amount to 
24,610,092 pouds (396,937 tons). In view of this and the re- 
mainders from last year, Monsieur Witte has sanctioned the 
disposal in the home market of 45-7 per cent. of the whole quantity 
of the output of sugar of this season without additional payment of 
excise over and above the 60,000 pouds (968 tons) manufactured 
by each sugar works, at the same time 10°7 per cent. of the quantity 
manufactured is to constitute an inviolable reserve stock. All the 
remaining quantity of sugar will constitute a free remainder for 
exportation abroad. 


GERMANY. 
According to statements published in the “ Reichsanzieger,” the 
quantity of raw sugar produced in Germany in 
Sugar Production.

capacity of the factory, it estimates that the loss will amount to 
more than 100,000 francs if the Government bounty is paid; if 
not, it will be some 200,000 francs more.

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DENMARK. 
According to information received from the French Minister at 
Li 1 Copenhagen, published in the ‘“ Moniteur 
Co ial Officiel du Commerce” of 20th inst., the 
Shenaien “ number of licenses granted to commercial 
travellers, Danish or foreign, travelling in 


Denmark on account of foreign firms during the 
year ended 31st March, 1901, was 944, divided as follows among 
the principal countries :— 

Germany, 766; United Kingdom, 78; France, 5]; Holland, 43; 
Austria, 36, &c. 

It is noticeable, says the French Minister, that the number of 
licenses taken out for United Kingdom firms is very small com- 
pared with the amount of business done with Denmark. Many 
British firms negotiate directly with Danish houses, and only send 
a representative to Denmark when necessary to sign contracts, &c. 
No license is thus required. 

The number of licenses credited to any particular country in the 
statistics given above does not signify that the same number of 
commercial travellers from that country have visited Denmark, but 
includes licenses granted to commercial travellers, of whatever 
nationality they may be, travelling on behalf of a firm belonging 
to that country. 

Fraud is severely punished, a penalty of 500 kroner (281. about) 
sometimes being enforced. In 1901 about 150 fines were inflicted 
on commercial travellers not complying with the law. 


DENMARK—GREENLAND. 


According to a report by the French Minister at Copenhagen, 
Sinnte published in the “ Moniteur Officiel du Com- 
Conditions in  ™eTCce ” of 6th inst., the population of Greenland 
Cueiiend. at the end of 1901 was 5,198 males and 5,929 
females, making a total of 11,127 inhabitants. 
Of this number, 5,086 live in the north of Greenland and 6,032 in 
the south. The population in 1891 was 10,244, and in 1894 
10,427. The number of births in 1900 was 416 and the number 
of deaths 306. 

The whale and seal fishing and the cryolite industries are the 
principal resources of the Greenlanders. From the Ist April, 
1900, to the 31st March, 1901, the production of fat was 12,525 
tons, as against 11,500 in the preceding year, and the production 
of livers 4,439 tons against 4,174. The working of cryolite during 
the summer and autumn of 1901 has supplied 13 shipments of 
16,602°3 cubic alen each (1 alen = 24°7 inches). 

Various other products are obtained by hunting. Bear and fox 
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hunting have given average results, reindeer hunting very good 


results, while fowling for the sea birds has only given mediocre 


results. Salmon and flounder fishing has been good. 

Communication between Greenland and Denmark has been 
assured by the Government by means of nine vessels. According 
to Budget estimates for the year 1902-03, Greenland will yield to 
the Danish Government a revenue of 761,627 krones (krone = 
1s. 13d.) but will necessitate an expenditure of 842,190 krones, 
thus showing a deficit of 80,563 krones. The receipts are mainly 
derived from the sale of Greenland products (589,249 krones) 
and from the tax on the working of cryolite (103,500 krones). 
The principal items of expenditure are the following :—Re- 
victualling the colony 314,300 krones, commercial expenses 42,002, 
maritime services 160,144, administration 214,150, education 
and religion 59,700, and the geological mission 10,000 krones. 


NETHERLANDS. 


A report, dated 28th ult., by the French Consul-General at 
Rotterdam, states that the mercantile marine 
of the Netherlands on the 3lst December 
last consisted of 652 vessels having a total 
tonnage of 382,102 tons, as against 638 vessels having a tonnage 
of 346,782 tons on the corresponding date in 1900, showing an 
increase in number of 14 vessels, and in tonnage of 35,320 tons.

The number of vessels wrecked and broken up in 1901 was 60, 
of which 46 were sailing and 14 steamships of a tonnage of 8,152 and 
23,019 tons respectively. The number of vessels put on the register 
at the different ports of the Netherlands in 1901 was 38 sailing with 
a tonnage (net) of 5,633 tons, and 36 steamers of a total tonnage 
of 64,495 tons. During the course of the year 55 vessels with a 
net tonnage of 21,977 tons were constructed in Dutch shipbuilding 
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yards, as compared with 34 vessels with a tonnage of 22,434 tons 
in 1900. The total of 55 was divided as follows :— 
One schooner of 264 tons; 27 “tjalks,” 1,592 tons; 10 other 
sailing vessels, 3,777 tons; and 17 steamers, 21,977 tons. 
Nineteen steamers with a total tonnage of 48,151 tons were 
constructed in foreign countries for Dutch shipowners.

In the matter of the Consular service, the chief alterations are 
as follows :— 

Managua in Nicaragua.—1,5001. is to be granted for a Consul 
“de carriére” (salary 1,200/. and office allowance 300/.). This 
change has been made on the ground of the many Germans 
resident in Nicaragua and San Salvador. 

Ohicago.—930l. more are sanctioned for additional salaries of 
3001. to Consul, of 1501. to Vice-Consul, and for two new secre- 
taries at 240/. each. This brings the grant for this Consulate 
altogether to 3,3701. 

China Consulates, New.—In China important changes are made. 
1,250. is granted for a Consulate at Ichang, and another 1,2501. 
for one at Nanking. Both are established because of the growth 
of German trade and shipping interests in the valley of the 
Yangtze River ; 1,4501. is to be given for a Consulate at Tsinanfu, 
in the province of Shantung. 

Hankow.—An additional 4501. for an interpreter at the Con- 
sulate. 

Chifu.—9,5001., being large increases of salaries for the Consul 
and staff on account of rise in cost of living. 

Singapore.—3001. additional salary for Consul. 

Shanghai.—5001. additional salary for Consul.

REPORT OF BRITISH CHAMBERS OF COMMERCE. 


Manchester.—An ordinary meeting of the Board of Directors of 
the Manchester Chamber of Commerce was held on the 19th inst., 
Mr. John Thomson, President, occupying the chair. 

A report was read of a deputation which waited upon Lord 
Lansdowne, at the Foreign Office, on 11th March, with reference 
to the effect of the proposed conclusion of a reciprocity treaty 
between the United States and Cuba upon British trade with that 
island. The report was prepared by Mr. John Cooper and Mr. 
Andrew Brown, who represented the Manchester Chamber at the 
interview with Lord Lansdowne, the latter being also the repre- 
sentative of the Glasgow Chamber. The interview was private. 

A letter from the Oldham Chamber referred to the conference 
on the extension of the growth of cotton recently held at the 
Manchester Chamber. It was then resolved that a representative 
committee should be appointed to further consider the subject and 
to take such action as it might deem necessary. The letter 

uested the Board to appoint two representatives of the 
Manchester Chamber as members of the Committee. The Board 
accordingly nominated Mr. J. Arthur Hutton and Sir George 
Cotton to act in this capacity.

OF THE 


BOARD OF TRADE. 


The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the Board of 
Trade has! been established with a view to meet the constantly increasing 
demand for prompt and accurate information on commercial matters, so far as 
it can be met by Government action. In deciding to establish this new 
branch, the Board of Trade were largely iufluenced by the recommenda- 
tions contained in the Report* of a Departmental Committee composed not 
only of representatives of the various Government Departments concerned, 
but also of prominent representatives of commercial interests, which was 
appointed in July, 1897. The Committee referred to was requested to 
consider and advise (1) as to the best means of ¢ollecting and of dissemi- 
nating among those interested prompt and accurate information upon 
commercial subjects, and (2) as to the collection of samples, especially 
of goods of foreign manufacture competing with British productions, and 
the exhibition of such samples to manufacturers and traders in this 
country. As a result of their deliberations the Committee recommended 
under head (1) the establishment of a new office, under the Board of Trade, 
on lines which the Board have followed generally in the creation of the 
Intelligence Branch, and this Branch is consequently intended to become a 
centre at which information on all subjects of commercial interest shall 
be collected and focussed in a form convenient for reference. In addition, it 
is the duty of the Branch, as farpas circumstances permit, to’ afford 
information in reply to all inquiries ti commercial matters which may be 
addressed to it, whether written or verbal. 

The office, which is temporarily housed at No. 50, Parliament Street, 
London, 8.W., was opened on the 23rd October, 1899; its principal officer 
(under the Controller-General of the Commercial, Statistical, and Labour 
Departments of: he Board of Trade) being Mr. T. Worthington, who recently 
acted as Special Commissioner to the Board in an inquiry into the condition 
and prospects of British trade in certain South American countries. The 
“Intelligence Branch” will endeavour, on application being made to it, to 
supply information with regard to the following subjects, viz. :—Commercial 
Statistics; Matters relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs; FEacise and 
“ Consumption” duties; Port, Harbour, and Tonnage dues, and other charges on 
Shipping ; Customs Regulations ; Consular Fees ; Forms of Certificates of Origin; 
ae aon concerning Commercial Travellers ; Trading Licenses; Foreign and 

Jo 


ial Contracts open to Tender; Foreign and Colonial Bounties ; Lists of 


Firms abroad engaged in particular lines of business in different localities, &c., ke. 
An Inquiry Room, at which copies of official publications, directories, and 
other works cf reference may be consulted, is reserved at the offices of the 
Branch for the convenience of personal applicants. 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through which 
intelligence collected by the Branch and intended for general information is 
conveyed to the public.
